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The Governor of Haryana is further pleased to notify that the procedure laid herein under this 
Notification shall apply to all the Private Un -Aided Institutions and Institutes under Deemed Universities 
in the State running MBBS and BDS courses except Institutes Shri Guru Gobind Singh Tercentenary 
University Budhera , Gurgaon (Private University ) namely SGT Medical College Hospital & Research 
Institute and SGT Dental Hospital & Research . 
Any admissions made in exception to this notification under the circumstances as elaborated above shall 
be acknowledged as ‘ validly admitted students ’. 
It is notified that 50 % of the Undergraduate seats will be for Open Merit Category and the remaining

NB : Two Colleges namely MM Institute of Medial Sciences and Research & Maharishi Markandeshwar College 
of Dental Sciences and Research are affiliated to Deemed University namely Maharishi Markandeshwar 
University , Mullana, Ambala have been following their own fee structure, so far.
